FIVE BOMBERS LOST 

Of the raiding force, which also} 
struck at airfields in the low coun- 
tries and northern France and at}:

five bombers were lost. 

Sqdn. Ldr. J. A. F. MacLachlan, 
one-armed fighter pilot who ac- 
companied the night bombers over 
northern France, surprised and 
shot down two Heinkel bombers, 
while at home Britain's defenders 
destroyed five planes of a German 
raiding force. 

As about 30 Nazi aircraft carried 
out their night operation, aimed at 
the cathedral city of Exeter, the 
R-A.F had a bag of almost 25 per 
cent—a figure regarded as prohib- 
itively high unless the objective of 
a raid is of the utmost importance.

Today's 
War Moves

With May here and Adolf 
Hitler expected to start his 
big drive before the end of 
the month, there was renew- 


ed discussion over the week- | 


end, not of Hitler’s offen- 
sive, but of a major one by 
the Allies as soon as possible. 

This talk came from respon- 
sible quarters, both British and 
American, Among several who ex- 
pressed views on the subject the 
most prominent were Sir Stafford 
Cripps, British Lord Privy Seal, 
Ernest Bevin, Minister of Labor 
“and Adiniral Harold R. Stark, 
commanding United States naval 
forces in European waters. 

All agreed that an attack on Hit- 
ler is imperative, but they also said 
that it must be carefully calculated 
and not a hasty, half-hearted stab 
that would result in failure. 

Sir Stafford Cripps told the Poles 
that “the moment to strike is ap- 
proaching” and assured that Poland 
will be freed. ! 

Bevin said in a speech that Brit- 
ain is working out plans for the at- 
tack. The tide has turned in the 
mattey of equipment, he said, and 
the Allies can determine when and 
where to strike. He added: 

“We will not perform any rash 
act that might lead to defeat. Future 
decisions must be des¢icd blows 
in order to bring victory.” 

Arthur Greenwood, a Labor party 
leader, spoke in similar vein. 


NOT FOOLHARDY RISKS 


Admiral Stark said we must take 
some risks but not foolhardy ones, 


y Declaring that we can’t win the war, 


fighting defensively, he said “reck- 
less and unprepared action only 
loses wars,” but added: 

“The strategy of calculated risk, 
in which we strike the enemy and 
strike him hard, will produce vic- 
tory.” 

Stark expressed modified op- 
timism over the naval and mer- 
chant shipping outlook, He said 
defeat of the submarine threat is 

vital to victory and that rising 
American construction and anti- 
submarine devices soon will put 
the situation under control. 
These and other recent pro- 
nouncements on the subject have 
served to assure the advocates of 
an early offensive that the matter 
is being worked out, and at the 
same time to stiJl the clamor for 
immediate action. Some uneasiness 
was caused by Lord Beaverbrook's 
speech in New York on April 23, 
which many feared would increase 
the clumor to a point where it 
might hinder the work of respons- 
ible military authorities 

It is noteworthy that Russia for 
weeks has refrained from 
trying to high-pressure the Allies 
into an immediate land offensive. 
Recent speeches by Premier Josef 
V. Stalin and comment in the Rus- 
sian press have instead been de. 
voted to praise of the help now be- 
ing given to Russia. 


HIGHLY PLEASED 


The impression given is that 


Russia is highly pleased with the | 


results of the heavy British aerial 
offensive in the west, which is 
creating 4 valuable diversion now 
and for the comiitg summer test. 
Its effect has been to slow German 
war production, to hamper the flow 


| of material to the front, and to tie 


up an important proportion of Gere 
man air pdwer in the west. 

The Russians apparently fee] that 
when the air war is supplemented 
by land action, they will have Hit. 
ler on the run, Confidence is un- 
mistakeably growing in Russia. 
Stalin expressed it in his May Day 
order, calling for final victory in 
1942.

NEW HIGH LEVELS 

Output of ammunition plants also 
reached new high levels last month 
and Canada turned out its 100,000th 
500-pound bomb, the minister said.

Average production of all ex- 
plosives and chemical plants during

German - controlled Hilversum 
radio in Holland said today that 
72 Hollanders had been executed 
for “attempting to gain contact 
with Germany's opponents.” 

The German command in _ Hol- 
land broadcast this announcement: 
“A German court martial in Hol- 
land has taken action in severa) in- 
stances against group leaders of a 
secret organization, whose activi- 
ties and aims were directed against 
the German occupying ‘power, and 
moreover, were attempting to gain 
contact with Germany's oppon- 
ents. 

“In these proceedings, already 79 
Dutch people have been found 
guilty of favoring the enemy,  es- 
pionage, being in possession of 
arms and explosives, and in some 
cases of breaking their words of 
honor as officers, and have been 
condemned to death accordingly. 

“Seventy-two of these sentences 
have been carried out by shooting. 
In only seven cases have sentences 
been commuted to life imprison- 
ment.”

AUSTRALIA 


CAIRO, May 4. — (CP) — The 
Royal Air Force ranged out over 
the Mediterranean and Libya 
during the week-end, headquart- 
ers announced today, while at the 
same time naval authorities dis- 
closed 1,273,000 tons of Axis mer- 
chant shipping have been sunk in 
the Mediterranean since Italy en- 
tered the war. 

The latest foray against shipping 
in Mussolini's “mare nostrum” was 
made Saturday night, in which an 
R.A.F, plane scored a direct hit upon 
an enemy merchant ship. Other 
British aircraft attacked shipping 
in Bengasi harbor while still others, 
defending Malta and Alexandria 
against raids, shot down two at- 
tacking craft. 

In all the Germans lost three 
aircraft in the Mediterranean area 
over the week-end, one over Malta, 
one over Alexandria 2nd one des- 
troyed by anti-aircraft fire over the 
western desert. 

A communique ,described the 
raids on Malta as “on a reduced 
scale.” There were no details an- 
nounced of the attack on Alex- 
andria, 

An official statement issued at 
Alexandria on Axis shipping losses 
said the Royal Navy and R.A.F. 
during first four months of this year 
sank 147,000 tons in the Mediter- 
ranean compared with 715,000 tons 
for the whole of 194]. 

Eight other ships totalling 32,000 
tons have probably been sunk, and 
25 more, totalling 132,000 tons, have 
been damaged.

He was a leader in political and 
financial circles in Western Can- 
ada, and will be mourned by 
hundreds of friends and acquaint- 
ances to whom he endcared him- 
self through his unfailing kind- 
ness and willingness to render 
any assistance within his power. 
He was born at Builth Wells, 
Wales, on May 5, 1879, the son of 
Thomas Duggan and Francis Wil- 
liams. He started his business 

career at Cardiff, Wales, being em- 
ployed with several financial 
houses in that city, He came to 
Canada in 1905, and settled at Nan- 
where he farmed, and estab- 
lished his present business here, 
the D. M. Duggan Investments Ltd, 


on arrival in Edmonton in 1912. 


GOES TO LEGISLATURE 

He was first elected to the legis- 
lature in the general election of 
1926 as a Conservative and was re- 
elected at the 1930, 1935 and 1940 
general elections. He was 
leader of the Alberta Conservative 
Party in 1929 and held that posi- 
tion until he became associated 
with the Independent group in the 
province, but continued to hold his 
Conservative affiliations. He suc- 
ceeded the late Mr. Justice A. A, 
McGillivray as Conservative leader.

ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, May 4.— 


(AP)—A British naval spokesman , 


declared Saturday night that the 
Mediterranean fleet's submarines 
and aircraft had intensified with 
“good results” its campaign 
against Axis convoys bound for 
the Libyan army of Marshal Er- 
win Rommel. 

“The principal activity in the 
Mediterranean is now the offensive 
action of our submarines hammer- 
ing convoys to which the Italian 
navy appears to be giving increas- 
ingly heavy protection,” he declar- 
ed. 

He declined to disclose the per- 
centage of enemy ships destroyed or 
damaged in recent campaigns, but 
since last Sunday eight Axis ships 
have been reported sunk by British 
submarines. Most of these were 
described in communiques as heav- 
ily laden supply ships. 


STRONG PROTECTION 


“Enemy convoys usually are now | 
protected by at least one battleship | 


in addition to cruisers and destroy- 
ers.” he said. 

The spokesman said there was no 
confirmation of reports that 
Nazis have 40,000 parachute troops 
in Crete preparing for a Mediter- 
ranean campaign—possibly against 
Syria, the Suez canal, Egypt, Cyprus 
or even neutral Turkey. 

He declined to discuss reports 
that United States warships were 
entering the Mediterranean to re- 
inforce the British squadrons.

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The Heavier Penalty 


It is now illegal to drive a motor car on 
any highway in Canada faster than 40 
miles per hour. This applies to country 
roads as well as to city streets. Motorists 
should note that the penalties are posi- 
tively and persuasively severe. They in- 
volve a fine of $200 or imprisonment for 
30 days, or both. Obviously the intention is 
that this order shall be obeyed. Speeding 
at that price is too costly to be attractive. 

And back of these penalties is another, 
not stated but well understood. The order 
setting this limit is not arbitrary. There 
is a reason for it. The object is to cut 
down the consumption of gasoline and the 
destruction of tires, Everyone knows that; 
and a driver who is convicted of violating 
the rule will stand exposed to the public 
as having put his personal convenience or 
pleasure ahead of the interests of his 
country in time of war, To any normal 
person the popular contempt thus incurred 
would be a worse punishment than the fine, 


He’s A Busy Man 


Instead of journeying to the Brenner 
Pass to meet his ally as an equal, which he 
has done when previous parleys were to 
be held, the Fuehrer last week summoned 
Il Duce to Salzburg to receive instructions 
as a vassal. The different treatment meant 
something. It can hardly have been intend- 
ed to slight Mussolini, for he is in position 
to avenge such an insult by thowing in 
the sponge—and might gain something by 
doing it. 

More likely the seemingly imperious 
role was adopted because Herr Hitler is too 
busy a man at present to go trotting 
around to sce’ his yes-men. The days for 
ceremonial junketings are past. He has a 
full-time job on hand, and his latest speech 
admitted the fact. His labor gauleiter also 
admitted the point the other day when he 
Said this is the “last supreme effort for 
victory”. And Hitler is putting everything 
he has into it, and giving it his close per- 
sonal attention. The Allies should make no 
mistake about that. 


Standing Together 


It may be only a rumor that Herr 
Hitler has been sending peace feelers to 
London. But there is no room for doubt 
that he would gladly make “peace” on the 
terms said to have been proposed. These 
would leave him master of Europe and of 
France's colonial empire — and give him 
time to build a still vaster war machine 
for the destruction of the British Empire 
and the United States. That he has been 
wasting time flying that kind of a kite is 
not probable. 

But if so, the response has been prompt, 
from the United States, from Britain and 
from Russia. President Roosevelt spoke 
for the United States, in a broadcast which 
the Fuehrer could have no trouble under- 
Standing. The R.A.F. continues to speak 
,for Britain, in language of which Herr 
Goering knows the meaning. Stalin spoke 
for Russia in his May Day address, when 
he said the ties of Russia with Britain and 
the United States are growing stronger 
and their assistance to Russia greater and 
greater. 

It is unlikely that Hitler imagined he 
could dissolve by promises the alliance he 
welded by treachery. If he did, he knows 
better now. 


Canada Needs More Of Them 


At tree-planting time it is pertinent to 
recall that just a year ago forest fires were 
raging furiously in the Rocky Mountain 
House district, in Athabasca, and else- 
where along the foot-hill area where the 
most valuable timber stands of the prov- 
ince are found. The damage done to the 
forests was very heavy, great expense was 
incurred in fighting the fires, many farm- 
ers were burned out and others lost con- 
Siderable property. 

Thanks to timely falls of snow and 
rain, we have thus far escaped another 
visitation this spring, and with the growth 
of new vegetation the peak of the danger 
may have passed, Like favoring conditions 
seem to prevail generally throughout Can- 
ada, for reports of forest fires have been 
conspicuously absent from the news col- 
umns, 

Last year 4,250,000 acres of timber 
lands in the Dominion were swept by fires, 
most of these occurring in the spring. The 
direct loss is computed at $13,242,179, 
This was three times the average for sev- 
eral preceding years. The indirect loss to 
the national economy over the next 
twenty-five or fifty years can only be 
guessed at, Last year's loss cost immed- 
iately something more than one dollar per 
head of the entire population of the Do- 
minion, But every year the immediate loss 
rans into millions, 

One thing Canada needs is a Dominion- 
wide forestry policy based on the idea of 
Arbor Day-—that of planting trees and 
taking care of those already well estab- 
lished. 


A City That Was 


It has been said many times—most 
often by non-military strategists—that a 
War Cannot be won by airplanes, The dice 


tum is conjectural. The point has never 
been proven, nor even tested. There are 
reasons to doubt that it is correct. Planes 
have certainly made a considerable job of 
winning the Japanese victories in the 
South Pacific, and they are depended upon 
to do at least as much to reverse those vic- 


tories. Nowhere on any front has the side | 


with a weak air force been able to gain 
territory—or even to win battles. 

And some fresh evidence comes from 
Stockholm, some of it sent there from 
Berlin. It is said that only 15,000 people 
now live in and around Rostock, just across 
the Baltic from Stockholm, where ten days 
ago there was a population of 115,000, Ten 
thousand families, the Berlin correspond- 
ent reports, were made homeless by four 
night bombings; and six-sevenths of the 
population fled. As 800 tons of bombs were 
dropped on the port there is no reason to 
doubt the substantial accuracy of the re- 
ports; how much of Edmonton would be 
left if half that many bombs were scat- 
tered over it? 

What was done to Rostok can be done 
to other centres, Given enough planes and 
bomhs it seems rather obvious that ter- 
ritory can be made uninhabitable, and a 
place where people cannot live is “won” 
for all practical purposes, needing only to 
be occupied by a holding force of ground 
troops. 

Perhaps the effectiveness of the air- 
plane as a weapon can be exaggerated. The 
evidence up to date is that the estimates 
are away below the mark, 

How the shipping shortage is hamper- 
ing the movement of troops is shown by 
the incident at Halifax, when a large num- 
ber of men walked off a transport because 
the ship had not been put in proper condi- 
tion. It had been delayed on the passage 
out and had to join a convoy about due to 
leave for Britain, hence ‘the house-clean- 
ing difficulty. There was no other ship 
available to take its place. When the Ad- 
miralty in wartime finds itself so hard 
pressed for transports, the acuteness of 
the shipping situation does not need to be 
described in detail. 


A proposal was made in parliament 
that the Government set aside each month 
a sum to the credit of the members of our 
fighting forces, so that when the war ends 
each would have a “nest egg” with which 
to start again in civilian life. The sug- 
gestion is a good one, just as good as the 
idea that civilians should have part of 

their pay “deferred” until after the war. 
Soldiers, sailors and airmen serving abroad 
have not so good an opportunity as civil- 
ians to buy war savings certificates regu- 
larly and thus accumulate a back-log of 
post-war credit. .

Gandhi's non-violence ‘party 
not only believes in offering no 
resistance to violence or aggres- 
sion of any kind, but goes much 
further and holds that persecu- 
tion is essential to the full life of 
the non-resister, ; 

In other words, the Indian 
mystic, such as Gandhi claims to 
be, does not achieve his full 
spiritual stature until he is con-

Fantastic 
| It is a fantastic, masochistic 
doctrine, of course. But nearly 
one hundred million fanatical 
Hindus believe it blindly, 

They believe it is a good thing 
to suffer and be oppressed be- 
cause, only under oppression, do 
they develop their spiritual qual- 
ities—so they think, 

It is impossible to say at just 
what point in their reasoning 
they would be tempted, goaded 
by other factors, of course, to be- 
tray India to the Japanese,

Swimming Pool’s Use 


FROM THE BRITISH 
INDUSTRIES BULLETIN 


Towns whose water supply !s 
threatened by enemy action have 
been given a novel lead by the 
enterprising Thames-side bor- 
ough of Erith in Kent. 

Erith has turned its swimming 
pool into a first rate emergency 
water reservoir for more than 
200,000 people. 

Normally 
its water from the vast network 
of London’s Metropolitan Water 
Board, but recently the local au- 
thority thought it prudent to 


make a survey of all available! 


secondary supplies. 

They found 14 deep wells in 
the district. Eight were used for 
industrial purposes only, one for 
both drinking and industry, one 
for public bathing at the coun- 


the borough draws} 


cil’s swimming pool, and four 
were abandoned. 

Although the water from three 
of the deep wells was found to 
be suitable for drinking, and 
could in any emergency be 
worked by National Fire Service 
pumps, the most prolific source 
proved to be the swimming pool 
of 70,000 gallons. The well serv- 
ing it yields 20,000 gallons of 
water an hour, and a total of 17,- 
000 gallons of chlorinated water 
an hour can now be served from 
the three existing stand pumps. 

From this one source, there- 
fore, 408,000 gallons of water can 
be had for drinking every 24 
hours, with 70,000 gallons always 
in reserve. Allowing two gallons 
per, head per day Erith’s swim- 
ming pool would therefore serve 
a population of 204,000,

Each 
expedition drives a little deeper 
into occupied Europe and takes 
a little bigger bite out of Hitler's 
ego. 

The Royal Air Force, too, has 
been engaged in delivering the 
most furious destructive blows 


occupied Europe that have ever 
been thundered down out of the 
air by the hand of man. 

The terrific German raids over 
London in the Fall of 1940 did 
not compare with these great 
assaults, 

There is no doubt whatsoever 
that both German morale and 
German productive capacity are 
being seriously impaired by these 
heroic feats, 


Invasion 


This air and commando offen- 
sive is highly significant. 

It is definitely preparing Eur- 
ope for an invasion, But there is 
another effect even more import- 
ant than the “softening up” of 
German defences. 

That is its effect on the British 
spirit. Britain is getting into the 
offensive swing and the offensive 
mood, Once the momentum 
offense attains a certain pitch, 
an jnvasion of the continent can- 
not postponed by even the 
most cautious proponent of the 
defensive policy. 

As a matter of fact, the only 
factor that delays a general in- 
vasion attempt at the present 
moment is the difficulty of main- 
taining supply lines 
Britain and the United States, 

Hitler is still winning the naval 
battle in the Atlantic. He is tak- 
ing a terrific toll of our ships— 
a toll which I believe is much 
more heavy than the Admiralty 


the present, 

This battle of the Atlatic, I 
think, is the present crux of the 
world war, 

Once we are able to reduce the 
hazard to Atlantic shipping and 
maintain our supply lines, a suc- 


follow as surely as day follows 
night. And that 
defeat of the Axis. 


Jap Defeat 


Japan's defeat, I believe, hinges 
almost entirely upon a queer de- 
fect in the Japanese character, 


mize the power of the Japanese 
fighting machine. We made that 
mistake once, We should not 
make it again, 

Japan will give us a desperate 
struggle. Australia, India and 
even Canada and the United 
States, unless some miracle oc- 
curs, will feel, sooner or later, 
the weight of her fury, 

Of course, even Japan's large 
supply of manpower and raw 
materials cannot stand up for- 
ever against our superior 
strength. But, as I said, there is 
‘another factor that may shorten 
the war even more effectively 
than our might. 

And that is the combined ef- 
fect of Japanese vanity and the 
Japanese inferiority complex. 

Now here is a peculiar thing. 
When our planes bombed Japan- 
ese cities two weeks ago, one of 
the heads of the Japanese 
Foreign Office issued this state- 
ment to the people: 

“If we lose our 


composure, 


the Americans will clap their | 


hands and laugh at us”, 

He continued; “Ridicule is the 
one deadly weapon that pierces 
our armor and completely hum- 
iliates us”. 


Ridicule 


As a matter of fact, nothing 
demoralizes a Japanese so quick- 
ly as to know he is being laughed 
at, 


Simply because he is always in 
doubt, 

He suffers from an acute in- 
feriority complex. That is why 
he swaggers and perpetrates un- 
speakable brutalities in conquer 
ed countries, That is why he 
commits suicide in defeat. 

There is no balance 
nature, 
normal finds him at a loss. He 
‘is just as out of place in victory 
as he is in defeat. He always 
plays a part, When he thinks 
he is found out, when people

DO CRRA AAAI HIRT 


By Galbraith May Be Scr een 
Seay | For Invasion 


LONDON, May 4— (CP) —A 
Canadian Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion commentator, analyzing Hit- 
ler’s Reichstag speech, last Sunday 
as an Axis-concocted “army-game” 
designed to screen bold strategic 
moves, seid last night Germany 
“may attempt a smashing blow at 
Britain any time now—perhaps 
tonight.” 

The commentator, Bob Bowman 
of Ottawa, said in the CBC's “Can- 
adian News Review” broadcast a 
Berlin-dictated invasion attempt 
may be “the big story behind the 
news” this week. 

Bowman, recently returned to 
Britain, declared talks with the 
managing editor of a British news- 
paper convinced him that when 
Hitler “stood up and hinted at im- 
pending defeat” in his Reichstag 
speech, he was “only trying to pull 
the wool over our eyes.” Bowman 
did not identify the British editor. 

“It's just the old army game,” he 
said. 

EAST CRISIS PASSED 

The commentator declared Hitler 
has passed his most critical period 
in Bussia. He had avoided “the 
most disastrous rebound” of -the 
campaign but he was not likely to 
throw another 3,000,000 men into the 
battle. 

As portents of a possible German 
invasion, Bowman pointed to the 
presence on the western front of 
the German General, Von Runstedt, 
described as “Hitler's best blitz- 
krieg general.” Ostensibly, Von 
Runstedt was in western Europe to 
organize Channel defences. 

“Does that seem logical from 
Hitler's best blitzkrieg general?” 
Bowman asked. 

Germany had *750,000 troops on 
the west coast of Europe, including 
“thousands of parachutists”, Heavy 
enemy fleet units were concen- 
trated at ‘Trondheim and other 
coastal bases. 


BATTLESHIPS OUT 

(The British Admiralty announc- 
ed Sunday night that the German 
battleships Gneisenau and Scharn- 
horst and the heavy cruiser Prinz 
Eugen are definitely out of action 
and must undergo extensive re- 
pairs.) 

“Germany must attack Britain 
now before the Americans get over 
in force,” the commentator said. 

Bowman added that he thought 
invasion would come as a surprise 
to most Britons, although morale 
was good. The visit to Britain of 
Gen. George C. Marshall of the 
United States army was taken as 
a “portent of action” in the United 
Kingdom. 

He said he did not share the be- 
lief Canadian troops in Britain 
were overtrained. They would con- 
stitute a “hard-hitting spearhead” 
against invasion,

Reynolds quoted a Swiss source 
as saying, that Heinrich Himmler, 
chief of the Gestopa, found a list of 
German generals and industrialists 
who were preparing to take over 
from Hitler and negotiate for peace. 
Hitler, the Swiss source said, was 
given the list before he made his 
birthday speech. 


NEW BLOOD PURGE 

Propaganda being spread 
throughout Germany that Hitler is 
about to deal with “capitalists, 
profiteers and cowardly generals” 
who are holding up the war effort 
is regarded in some quarters as a 
preliminary to a new Nazi blood 
purge, the newspaper said. 

It added that all these stories 
must be accepted with reserve be- 
cause “Hitler and Mussolini are 
quite capable of encouraging such 
rumors in order to cover prepara- 
tions for a new attack, but there is 
a great deal of evidence pointing to 
the conclugion that Hitler and Ger- 
many are facing a grave internal 
crisis.”

he hag been at any time since the 
outbreak of the Far East war; that 
the Russian Siberian army is still 
facing Japan; that the rate of 
Japan's losses in the air and on the 
sea is too vast to be replaced by 
Japanese factories; that Japan faces 
the rapidly rising might of the Un- 
ited States in the Pacific; and that 
Japan has no proper plan for check- 
ing American might. 

Prime Minister Churchill great- 
ly exaggerated the loss of Singa- 
Pore as “Britain's greatest military 
defeat", Mr. Endicott asserted. 
“While it gave Japan an entry 
into the Indian ocean and access 
to India,” he said, “the Japanese 
still have to fight India, South 
Africa, Aden, Ceylon, and con- 
quest of Singapore resulted in no 
decision for Japan.” 

Mr, Endicett left Chungking in 
August of last year, after working 
for two years for the New Life 
Movement, under loan from the Un- 
ited Church. He spoke in high 
praise of Madame Chiang Kai-Shek,

MORAN’S UNIQUE JOB 
CREATED BY ACCIDENT 

As soon as the starting horses 

are off and running, Moran's job 
is to get to the back side of the 
track aS soon as possible in order 
to give whatever help necessary 
to jockeys pulling up. And from 
his place on the back side, which 
he usually reaches before the 
horses finish, it is impossible for 
Moran to see the wire because of the 
crowd, odds-board and trees, 
‘ Moran, 56 and an old jockey, 
points out that his unique occupa- 
tion was created by accident. The 
value of having a lead pony take 
horses to the post was discovered 
in New Orleans, In those days patrol 
judges rode to and from their 
stations around the track on horse- 
back. 

Officials noticed that 2-year-olds 
acted quietly as they followed the 
patrol judge's pony as he rode in 
front of them toward the start. As 
a result they employed a regular 
outrider for the 1916-17 winter sea- 
son. Today there is an outrider at 
every American track. 

“Given a good sturdy, sensibie 
pony, a monkey could do the job 
almost as well as a man,” explains 
Moran. “It's no trouble to stop a 
fot a pony with good sense under 
runaway horse after a race if you've 
you. About all the man has to do 
is stick out his hand and the horse 
will run into it.” | 


EXCEPT MAN O' WAR 


The job is not as easy at that 
however, for more than one horse 
apparently at ease in the post par- 
ade, has suddenly taken a vicious 
bite at Moran, 

“With horses on each side of you 
going to the post,” asserts the vet- 
erin outrider, “it keeps you and 
your pony busy to keep from being 
eaten alive.” 

Moran has taken horses post- 
ward at Lincoln Fields since its 
opening except for the six years 
it conflicted with Kentucky tracks 
He is the outrider at Arlington 
and Oaklawn Park.

It is at the moment when a | 
child is eager to hang on to the | 
spoon his mother is wiclding 
helpfully that he should be in- 
itiated inte the mysteries of 
self-feeding. The longer a child 
submits to being fed, the more re- 
luctant he becomes to take over 
the task himsclf. In consequence, | 
we have children of 3 to 5 prefer- | 
| ring not to eat if they have to 
feed themselves. 
Mrs. W. R. writes, 


“T have always 


encouraged my daughter to feed 
herself since she could hold a 
spoon, Now at 2'% years she won't | 


eat unless I feed her. I have told | 
her she is a big girl and have given 
her the food and left her alone, but 
she just plays with it. I have even | 
taken it away when she refuses to 
eat, but she doesn't seem to mind. 

“When she doesn't eat well I al- | 
low her nothing between meals and 
she gets very little candy, cookies 
or pastry. She is a very healthy | 
child and I wonder if I am expect- 
ing too much of her?” 

I think you have done all the 
usual] things some of the time, but 
not often enough or consistently 
enough to make any impression on 
the child. She knows if she plays | 
with her food or refuses to eat you | 
will back down and begin feeding 
her again. 

All children tend to dawdle at the 
table and especially after they have 
taken a few spoonfuls of food. Their 
appetites being lulled. for the mo- | 
ment the other distractions at the 
table harness their attention, I'd} 
give her her meal a half hour before | 
the family meal, put her in the 
kitchen, set small portions of the 
foods before her and leave her 
alone. In a half hour you can take 
her with you to the family table and 
if she has made some attempts to 
feed herself, you can perhaps ex- 
pedite the last mouthfuls by feed- 
ing them to her. | 

I believe if you will decide upon 
one thing to do and do that per- | 
sistently she will beceme con- | 
vinced that the order of a meal is | 
for her to feed herscif and she | 
will, Some children of this age | 
still do need help, but they should 
be making some effort to feed | 
themselves and not, like little | 
birds, open their mouths with the 
expectation that someone else will | 
sec that they are filled.

[Prevent Spoilage Of 


Kitchen Fats And Oils 


By. MRS, GAYNOR MADDOX = « 
From 8 to 18 cents of your food | 


| dollar is spent for edible fats and 


oils, As your duty to your family 
and your country, waste none of 
these valuable foods. Here are rules 
to prevent spoilage. 

Moisture, air, light and high 
temperature help cause rancidity, 
As as a general rule, fats and oils 
should be stored in a tightly cov- 
ered container in a dry, cold, dark 
place. 

In storing fats and oils in a re- 
frigerator or other cold place, keep 
them away from strongly flavored 
foods. One of the characteristics of 
all fats is their affinity for odors. 

No fat should be thrown away, 


| Utilize the drippings from bacon or 


sausages in frying or seasoning 
other foods. | 

In baking meats, fat collects in 
the bottom of the pan, The fat will 
be in much better condition if the | 
Toasting is done at a moderately | 
low oven temperature. If sugar or | 
other sweetening agent is used in 
the glaze, fat in the pan should be 
poured off before the glaze is added, 
since it will become dark and 
charred from the sugar. 


STRAIN DRIPPINGS 


Drippings should be strained to 
remove food particles, and then 
stored in a cool place. Left-over | 
fats and drippings should be just} 
as carefully stored as other fats and | 
oils. 

In using solid fat from a large | 
container, it should be taken oft | 
the top evenly. Don't dig down into | 


the centre or the side. In so doing, | 2 


more surface is exposed to the air, 
thus increasing oxidation. For the 
same reason, a tall narrow container 
is better for storing a large quantity 
of fat than a wide, shallow one. 

The frying life of lard is in- 
creased if, after each use in deep- 
fat frying, it is strained through 
several thicknesses of cloth to re- 
move all particles of crumbs, flour 
or other food, Cooking slices of 
potatoes in fat used for deep-fat 
frying onions or other highly fla- 
vored foods will remove these 
flavors.

Children Keep 
Calm In War 
If Parents Do 


ASHINGTON, May 4. — (CP) 

—Should children be allowed 
io hear what the newspaper head- 
lines say? This is the question 
being asked more and more often 
these days as families make the 
daily newspaper and the radio in 
the living room a central gathering 
point. 

The answer, given after careful 
consideration by authorities of the 
Child Stutly Association of Am- 
erica, is—"It’s al] right if you don’t 
overdo it.” 

It would be foolish to attempt to 
keep children from hearing any | 
war news: Children naturally are | 
aware of the changed tempo of the 
times, the new urgency. To make 
a mystery of the war would be not 
only unfair, but dangerous. 

Radio news bulletins offer child- 
ren a form of vicarious excitement, 
a feeling that they have a personal 
part in the drama of the war. 


THEY LEARN QUICKLY 

Mothers are advised to include 
children in the normal conversa- 
tion about the war, but to find 
other active outlets for their ener- 
gies. Children and adults alike may 
develop “war jitters” after a con- 
tinuous all-day stream of war news. 
Outdoor activities and games will 
relieve the tension. 

Children in Britain have learned 
in a surprisingly short time to take 
the war and its dangers in stride. A 
calm and intelligent attitude on the 
part of parents will remove most 
of the hazards of undue excitement 
or anxiety. 

Children normally are adaptable, 
thrive on excitement. If their out- 
side interests remain normal, they 
should be in little danger of “war 
V—
